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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 and 1 1-16 are under consideration in this application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 11, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In view of applicants' amendments to claim 1, claims 5 and 6 lack antecedent basis because 
specific nonelected heterocyclic compounds are recited on page 14, lines 2-15 and 26-29, page 
15, lines 17-18, page 16, lines 20-25, page 17, lines 3-6 and 1 1-14, page 18, lines 6-7 and page 
20 lines 14-15, 20-21 and 26-27 of the response filed on May 11, 2007. 

The claims measure the invention. United Carbon Co. v, Binnev & Smith .. 55 USPQ 381 at 
384, col. 1, end of 1'^ paragraph, Supreme Court of the United States (1942). 
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The U.S. Court of Claims held to this standard in Lockheed Aircraft Corp. v. United 
States, 193 USPQ 449, "Claims nieasure invention and resolution of invention must be based on 
what is claimed". 

The C.C.P.A. in 1978 held "that invention is the subject matter defined by the claims 
submitted by the applicant. We have consistently held that no applicant should hiave limitations 
of the specification read into a claim where no express statement of the limitation is included in 
the claim": In re Priest, 1 99 USPQ 1 1 , at 1 5 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims and if amended to read on solely on the elected compounds. 

Claims 15 and 16 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims and if rewritten directed to the elected compounds. 

Claims 1-4 and 1 1-14 are allowed.
